Production of Wheat 
a 


That it is a good agricultural prac- 


tice to lime the land before the 
fall 


average of wheat is sown is pointed 
out by officials at the Ohio Experi- 
ment station. 


The 'yields of wheat are usually in- 


creased from 2 to 4 bushels per ncre. 
while in the eastern par.t of Ohio the 
application of lime is Q-.nte beneficial 
to the clover and grasses following 
wheat. 


Grriund limestone is usually applied 


at the rate of two tons, per acre 
special lime spreader being used for 
this purpose. 
For hydrated lime one 


ton of this product is equal to one and 


j one-third tons of the'ground limestone. 


Some farmers apply lime during the 


fall and winter after the wheat is 
sown, the limeNieing spread when the 
| ground is frozen. 
This practice has 


some benefit and is better than nt)t 
applying the lime at all, but not quite 
| so beneficial as when the lime is 
stirred into t^e soil at seeding time.

Prance near the neighborhood of Bor- 
.deaux, where Htle French youngsters 
were accustomed to help themselves 
to grapes along the road.

'the children away, workmen smeared 
some poison material from a dye fac- 
Itory over the grape vines. 
, 
Soon .after, French scientists study- 


ing grape diseases found that where 
the poison1 material had been smeared 
very little disease was noticed. 
They 


found that the product—copper sul- 


i phato—^ as 
\.ahiablc in preventing 


disease spores from germinating. 


The practice of applying copper sul- 


'pbate was carried to extreme some- 
what in Prance as it was applied in 
i such quantity as to destroy much of 
'the fruit.

About this time W .1. Gre'en, Horti- 


culturist at the Ohio Experiment Sta- 
|tion, began some experiments with 
jco-ppcr sulphate and lime to control 
!plant diseases. 
Ho worked out the 


• formula of 4-4-50 (four pounds each 


I of lime and copper sulphate to 50 gal- 
ilons of water) which is now used by 
[many Ohio orchardists. The appHca- 
jtion of material of this strength.was 
found to control diseases without dam-:

Great damage was done by tho Hes- 


sian fly this year to 
Ohio's 
wheat 


crop according to a survey of 43 coun- 
ties just completed by entomologists 
of the Ohio Agricultural 
Experiment 


Station, the Board of Agriculture 
of 


Ohio, and the Ohio State UnlverMty. 
Hessian fly was found in all of tho 
counties visited, and has increased In 
enormous 
numbers since ono 
your 


ago. 
Damage from this Insect was 


most severe in northern Ohio wheru 
the infestation reached as high as 83 
to 89 pei; cent of the straws in two 
northwestern 
counties. 
Thruout the 


northern one-third of the Btato 
tho 


crop was badly straw broken. South- 
ern Ohio had much less fly and the 
damage was not .so severe. The per- 
centage of straws affected averaged 
from 15 to 30 per cent for most of 
th« counties in tho southern half of 
the state. In this connection It is in- 
teresting to note that

fly-free 


dates of 1919 were correctly forecast- 
ed in the southern part of the plate, 
while in the northern 
part
